EV. De. R. A. HOLLAND 
has created another sensa- 
tion. It is of a kind, too, 
which is of national in- 
terest. The learned pastor 
of St. George's Episcopal 


passed any of his former 

feats in the amphitheater 

of sensationalism. He is 
now posing as a modern Samson who bas 
gone into the American Tempie and is labor- 
ing with all bis strength to make it totter. 

To be piain, he has written a book by which 
he hopes to stop the tendenoy towards democ- 
racy in the ehurch by showing what an abso- 
lute failure the democratic Government of 
the United States has proved. He 
attacks the Government, mational and 
State, and openly declares that the one idea 
from President to the lowest ¢rap-house 
bummer’’ is spoils. His attacks are aimed at 
parties, bosses, saloons, negroes, foreigners, 
office-holders, political principles and sys- 
teme in general, and nothing American is too 
small or too large to serve as a target for his 
arrows. Dr. Holland has errayed himself 
against Amerioa; perhaps out of courtesy to 
the city’s guests he now attacks but one. 

The pamphlet was directed against the 
proposition which has been more or less dis- 
cussed in Episcopal circies, to alter the plan 
Of representation in the General Convention. 
At present the General Convention, which 18 
the supreme governing body of the church, is 
made up of two Houses—The House of 
Bishops, in which every Bishop in the land 
has’ ex-officio, a seat and a vote, and the 
House of Delegates, which is made up of three 
priests and three laymen from each diocese. 

EPISCOPAL GOVERNMENT. 

Under this system each diocese has equal 
representation with all the others, whetner 
large or small, and Rhode Island 
hes as many votes as New York. 
But some of the large dioceses have 
been enduring «a growing dislike to this sys- 
tem and are beginning to murmur. They 
want the representation based upon the num- 
ber of communicants in each diocese, so that 
the larger dioceses will have more tnfluence 
and power than the smaller ones, To follow 
the example of Dr. Holland and apply to the 
United States Government for an illustration, 
the case may be putin this way: The repre- 
sentation inthe General Convention now is 
like that in the United States Senate—a fixed 
and qual numder of Genators from each 
State regardiess of size or population. What

Not the Man. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Oct. 29.—The three pictures 
of the man arrested in Philadelphia on sus- 
picion of being Tascott, the Snell murderer, 
arrived this morning.

— Dammon,who has known Tascott since 
boyhood. ‘‘Pshaw,’’ said he, the moment 
his eyes rested upon the photos; ‘‘he’s no 
more Tascott than Iam. I don’t see how the 
Philadelphia police could have made such a 
mistake. 

An Z News reporter who went to school 
with Tascott saw the pictures. He says they 
are certainly not those of the Sneil murderer. 
The officers atthe Central Station were pit- 
terly disappointed, for they had been ied to 
hope that at last the elusive young man was 
in custody. 

Two of the photographs are full front views; 
one ofthem with the head uncovered, the 
other with a derby hat on. The third Is in 
profile. They present the likeness of a man 
probably between 25 and aes ofage. The 
represent a well-built individual, rather good- 
looking, with regular and resolute, though 
somewhat heavy features and a strong, reso- 
lute jaw. One of the striking differences be- 
tween this man and Tascott is in the hair. Tas- 
cott’s hair is thin, while Sutherland’s head 
is adorned with a heavy crop which he wears 
pompadour, after the manner affected by 
students and young men about town. The 
face in general is not that ofa criminal, 
though there isan expression about the eyes 
which is not pleasing. Ohiet of Detectives 
Elliott is satished that Sutherland is not Tas- 
cott, and though he has a most remarkabie 
memory of the faces of criminals in general, 
he does not remember to bave seen the man. 
In view of the fact that Sutherland confesses 
to having played billiards with Tascott in this 
olty, Lieut. Elliott proposes to to have 
him identified in order to learn just who he is. 

The photograph of another —— Tas 
cott. was received from the authorities at 
Berthoud, Colo., this morning. It is that of 
a fiashily dressed young woman, slight of 
figure, and with a slim, rather elongated face. 
A lock of rather coarse brown hair clipped 
from the ‘‘young woman’s’’ head accom- 
panied it. Inthe letter of transmittal, it is 
said that the original of the photograph, and 
the owner of the hair, was arrested in the 

arb shown, and was found to be a man. 

hen bis sex was revealed he gave his name 
as Phil Poland, and said that he came from 
Colfax, Washington. The letter adds that the 
authorities of Berthoud have traced his move- 
ments since last June, when be was in Waits 
ville, Washington. He is now sick with 
typhoid fever, so that it has been impossible 
to present an adequate photograph of him in 
men’s clothing. As attired in women’s gar- 
ments he does not resemble Tascott.

A MORE HOPEFUL VIEW. 


The Money Market Easier and the Condi. 
tion of the Foreign Trade Favorable. 


Mr. Henry Clews of New York, who has had 
a very despondent view of the financial situa- 
tion for several weeks, now expresses the fol- 
lowing opinion: 

An easier feeling bas prevailed in the money 
market during the past week. The interior 
demand for currency is growing less urgent, 
and the time is approaching when this will 


have been satisfied and currency should begin 
to flow in this direction. By this we do not 
mean that easy money is in immediate pros- 
pect, and yet an abatement of the recent ten- 
sion is to be anticipated. The continued con- 
traction ia loans, amounting to about $12,000, - 
000 Within last three weeks, bas materiatly 
strengthen the bank reserves, and s0 
tended to allay uneasiness in that respect. 
Moreover, bond purohases have n 
more liberal the last few days—about 3% 
milliona—and this bas afforded some relief. 
Still further, the Bank of Engiand has suc- 
ceeded in increasing its gold supplies £250,000 
net during the week, and this in spite of the 
interior British demand and considerable ex- 
ports to Brazil. As a result of these condi- 
tions, while current rates for both call and 
time money have ruled at about previous high 
figures, the stringency is less pronounced and 
a better demand for eee eee is no- 
ticed; though the high rates tend to diminish 
the supply. The foreign exchange market 
has been heavy, owing to a better supply of 
commercial bills. Infact, the condition of 
our fore trade is one of the most favorable 
features in the situation. The revival of trade 
in Great Britain is causing an active demand 
for our exportable products, while the same 
influence tends to restrict imports; thus not 
only averting an unfavorable trade balance, 
but also stimulating the demand for home 
manufactures. Our total exports in “ow 
ber reached $65,074,000, compared with $51,034, - 
584 the same month in 1888. 

Apart from the monetary situation the stock 
market is not lacking in interesting features. 
The agreement between the Union Pacific and 
Northwest, virtually giving the Vanderbilts a 
transcontinental line, isa new and very sig- 
nificant event in railroad affairs, the tmpor- 
tance of which is not yet.fully comprehended 
In effect itis really a sort of combination or 
alllunce avoiding conflict with the inter- 
state commercelaw. The advantages of com- 
bination are secured to the railroads without 
detriment tothe shipper or traveler, for the 
latter is saved the trouble and confusion of 
making connections in changing from one 
system of roads to another: hat the effect 
of this traffic agreement will be in railroad 
circles remains to be seen. It is not impos- 
sible that it may temporarily divert traffic 
from other existing lines and oblige them to 
form opposing alliances; but th

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THE TARIFF BARRIER 

When the Republican organ of St. Louis 
this morning told the Spanish-American 
delegates that our tariff erects no barrier 
against their products, it asserted what 
they all know to be untrue. The fact that 
8 per cent of our imports from that part 
of the world last year came in free proves 
only how effective our tariff is in keeping 
out such Mexican and South American 
products as are not admitted frev. 

The very highest authorities of its own 
party can be quoted against the Globe- 
Democrat on this point—the messages of 
Republican Presidents, the reports of 
Republican Secretaries and the testimony 
of Republican Ministers aud Consuls sent 
out to look after the interests of the 
United States in other American coun- 
tries. Why has even Senator SHERMAN 
declared not only for fediprocity, but for 
free trade with those countries if our 
tariff is no barrier to trade with them? 
Why did President Axrnon and Secretary 
FOLGER plead so earnestly for freer trade 
with all the countries of North and South 
America? Why did ea Republican Senate 
ratify the reciprocity treaty with Mexico, 
which failed for want of the legislation a 
tariff lobby defeated in the House? If 
our tariff is no barrier why do such Re- 
publicans and avowed protectionists as 
Hon. JOHN W. Foster, the Minister who 
negotiated that treaty, and Hon. Taomas 
RraN, our present Minister to Mexico, 
declare that a removal of tariff barriers 
in accordance with ARTHUR'S suggestion 
would te-day have placed us in almost 
‘*complete commercial control of the 
‘‘countries and islands to the south of 
‘us???’ These are ex-Minister Fostrer’s 
own words, and in an interview with 
Minister Ryan, reported in our telegraph 
columns yesterday, he said that even a 
limited measure of reciprocity would in 
five years give us a Mexican commerce of 
5100, 000. 000 annually, and that we are 
paying $100,000,000 in eash for products 
which Mexico would furnish us cheaper 
in exchange for our manufactures. 

Instead of that sort of reciprocity, the 
present Administration is giving us a 
reciprocity of retaliatory decrees—im- 
posing a differential duty of 10 per cent 
on cargoes imported in Mexican vessel 
putting our smelters under the crushers 
of the carbonate monopoly by choking off 
the importation of Mexican fluxing ores, 
and causing Mexico to retaliate with a 
tariff of 5 cents a pound on fresh meats 
and an equally heavy duty dn live stock, 
thereby throttling in its cradle a growing 
export trade for the farmers of these 
Western States. 

Our present tariff is a barrier to exports 
as well as imports. It curtails the export 
trade of our farmers and of our manu- 
facturers. The latter it cuts off from 
foreign markets by excluding or taxing 
their raw materials so that they cannot 
compete in foreign markets, although 
they haye the most productive and the 


che apest labor in the world. 
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Tux Federal election bill which Con- 
gressman HOUK proposes to introduce in 
Congress provides for the appointment by 
the President of an electoral board of 
three members in every Congressional 
district. This board appoints the judges 
of elections and representatives from 
all the boards in a State form 
a State canvassing board, with 
practically absolute power to give 
or withhold certificates of election. 
The bill provides that different political 
parties shall be represented on the boards, 
but expressly states that their action'shall 
not be invalidated should this not be the 
case. This law will put the election of 
Congressmen in the handsof one party 
through the President, and as a remedy 
for élection outrages is worse than the 
evil.

AN IRON COMPANY MOVES 


SHICKLE, HARRISON & HOWARD BUY FIFTY- 
EIGHT ACRES OF CITY PROPERTY. 


Their Works te Be Moved From the Present 
Location to a Site West of Cheltenham— 
Terms of the Purchase and the Grantors 
—Other Real Estate Transactions To- 
Day. 

The Shickle, Harrison & Howard Iron Co. 
have purchased a tract ot over fifty acres of 
ground in the valley west of Cheltenham, 
where the company contemplates the con- 
stgoaction of an industrial plant requiring an 
investment of at least $750,000 and where em- 
ployment will be given to more than fifteen 
hundred iron workers. 

A most advantageous locality has been 
selected for this extensive industry. It is 
situated just west of Cheltenbam and extends 
from the Missouri Pacific tracks on the north 
to the St. Louis & San Francisco on the south 
with a frontage of 2,700 feet on both roads. The 
avalldilty of such a site for manafacturing 
purposes is apparent as it affords ample 
shipping facilities with all parts of the coun- 


try. 

Negotiations for the purchase of the ground 
have been progressing quietly for some time, 
as the intention was to buy a hundred acres 
or more. The purchase of about fifty-eight 
acres has been absolutely closed, however, 
andthat piece was bought from the Fruin- 
Bambrick Construction Co. for $65,000. This 
deal was manipulated by F. G. Gerhart & Co., 
who have also about closed the purchase of an 


adjoining ten-acre tract and have options 
upon other parcels in the vicinity which it is 
also intended to buy. The whole territory 
whieh it is cory to acquire for this indus- 
try reaches nearly as far west as Benton. It 
is nearly all low ground traversed by the 
River Des Peres and for that reason mainly 
suitable for manufacturing — — tor 
which the pro — is rapidly enhancing in 
value. I is said thatthe Fruin-Bambrick Con- 
struction Co. were offered and refuse an offer 
of $800 an acre for this ground nearly two 
years ago and the price at that time was con- 
sindred very high. It is now sold for over a 
$1,100 an acre. 

The Shickle, Harrison & Howard Oo. now 
have works pccupying a biock between 
Twelfth and irteenthe streets, Gratiot and 
Papin streets. The works, though crude and 
unsightly in 8 2 are well adapted to 
the company’s business, and represent a great 
money investment. The transfer of the ma- 
chinery to the new. site will be a very 
expensive and arduous task. A large 

of the resent lant can- 
not be transferred, and will have to 
be abandoned. There have been rumors of 
the transfer of their works to other cities, 
and bonuses have been taiked of in other 
ase to induce them to move, but the com- 
has found St. Louls to be the most prof- 
able headquarters.

New York, Oct. .- A Tribune reporter who 
interviewed Mr. Jay Gould yesterday about 
his trip to the West, was successful to the 
extent of reporting the following remarks: 

am much gratified with my trip. I never 
saw the country look better than it does at 
present. Everything is in a prosperous con- 
dition and business bids fair to continue good 
for an indefinite period. You must remember 
that farmers have not parted with their grain 
yet. They have simply sold sufficient to pay 
their debts and give them a little pocket- 
money. Later on the rush of 
their husbandry will be telt. The 
railroads are doing well. Most of the com- 
panies find themselves without adequate 


equipment. The Missouri Pacific and Wabash 
are no exception te the general rule. My in- 
vestigations have been of the most encourag- 
ing description, and while I have no specula- 
tive interest in Wall street or its affairs and 
am paying no attention to the stock market, 
Iam nevertheless what Wall street people 
would doubtless be pleased to call a dull“ on 
the general situation. I never felt better than 
I do at present, and all reports te the con- 
trary notwithetat@ing, Ihave been and still 
am enjoying comparatively robust health.

A PROFESSIONAL FHIR E-BUG. 


John C. Raymond, an Architect, on Tria; 
for Arson. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Dierarcn. 

NEw BRUNSWICK, N. J., Oct. 29.—A remark- 
able trial began here yesterday in the Middle- 
sex County Court, when John C. Raymond, 
once a New York architect and builder, was 
placed on trial for arson. The list of accusa- 
tions against Raymond is along one. He is 
charged with having made a business of 
buying houses in order to get them heavily 


insured, set fire to them, and secure the u- 
surance. The insurance ‘companies say that 
the offense for which he is on trial isthe 
tenth in a series of house burnings, and 
that wherever he has one fire has 
followed in his track. e crime now 
charged is that of having set fire to the 
Adrian Institute at Iselin and seeking to ob- 
tain $80,000 of insurance on it. Mrs. Annie 
Bouton of New York is indicted with him, 
bat they will be tried separa 1 The States 
Attorney has summoned over fifty witnesses, 
and as the defense will summon as many 
more the case is expected to last two or 
weeks. It was less than a year later that the 
biggest fire of all occurred. Raymond had an 
insurance of $40,000 on the Ridgefield Park 
club house, and on the night of October 2, 
1881, this building was burned. Raymond, it 
is sworn, burried away shortly before the fire 
was discovered, giving the hackman $15 to 
drive him to the railroad station. Then 
came the Iselin fire. The Adrain In- 
stitute stood in Mrs. Bouton’s name as owner, 
but was heavily mortgaged. An insurance of 
$22,500 was obtained on it, with policies of 
$7,500 on the furniture. It is all that most 
of the furniture was removed, and that Ray- 
mond then burned the house, having frst 
tried to bribe John Lee a real estate 
dealer, who formerly di “business at 150 
Broadway, New York, and afterward at 852 
Herkimer street, Brooklyn, to do the work for 
him. Leeper makes affidavit that Raymond 
offered him $400 to set fire to the house, and 
Thomas McGregor, a watchman, says that the 
same offer had been madetohim. Raymond 
has been in jall here since April, when he was 
brought here from New York after a bitter 
contest by his counsel.
